1.—^As every officer is allowed to take as many 
chances as he is entitled within the period of two years in 
which he has to pass the departmental examination (in foil), 
there is no objection to his taking it in parts, if he or she so 
chooses and the officer concerned shall be deemed to have 
failed in the papers in which he or she has not appeared in 
the earlier chance. 

Note2.—A statement showing the names of all the 
officers, who do not take the examination in foil, either 
because they have been exempted from passing the 
examinations in the remaining papers or they intend to 
appear in the remaining period at the next possible attempt, 
shall be furnished to the Board and also to the National 
Academy of Customs Excise and Narcotics, Faridabad so 
as to reach them not later than the last date of examination 
and the statement shall mention the papers in which the 
officers have been exempted by the Board, giving reference 
to the Board’s orders regarding such exemptions. 

Note 3.—Where an officer, who has passed a part of

6. Consequences of not passing the departmental 
examination (1).—^No officer shall be confirmed or 
appointed in quasi-permanent or substantive capacity 
unless he has passed the departmental examination or has 
been exempted from doing so in accordance with rule 7. 

(2) Officers appointred on probation shall not be 
allowed to cross the probationary stage until they pass the 
departmental examination. 

(3) Officers who are required to pass a departmental 
examination under these rules shall not be allowed to draw 
further increments if they fail to pass the examination within 
the specified period. 

(4) The next increment and the increments withheld 
in such cases shall be allowed with effect from the date on 
which the officer concerned actually passes the

(5) Repeated failure to pass the departmental 
examination shall entail loss of appointment in the case of 
directly recruited officers and reversion to the lower post 
in tile case of others. 

Note 1. —^Withholding ofincrement of a Government 
servant for failure to pass tiie departmental examination 
under these rules shall not amount to a penalty withhin the 
meaning of rule 11 of the Central Civil Services 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965 
(hereinafter referred to as the CCS(CCA) (Rules). 

jyote 2.—In cases vriiere the services of a probationer, 
who failed to pass the departmental examination within the 
specified period or extended period of probation, are to be 
terminated in accordance with the terms of his appointment, 
the procedure provided under the CCS(CCA) Rules shall 
be followed and the provision of the Temporary Service 
Rules shall not apply to a probationer as he is not a 
temporary Government servant. 

7. Exemptions (1).—^An officer, vriio while holding 
a post in a lower grade in the Central Excise and Customs 
Department, has passed or has been exempted from passing 
the departmental examination specified for the grade, shall 
not on promtion be required to pass the departmental 
examination specified for the grade to which he is 
promoted: 

Provided that— 

(a) an offcer, who is exempted from taking the 
departmental examination for a particular grade 
on the condition that he shall pass the 
examination on his promotion to a higher grade, 
shall have to pass the examination specified 
for the grade to which he is promoted. 

(b) a ministerial officer promoted to the executive 
grade shall, if he has already passed the 
examination specified for the ministerial grade, 
pass the departmental examination in Paper-IV 
Law and Paper-VI Viva Voce within the year of 
his promotion to the executive grade.
